Alter investigating the sub- 
ject and finding that stock men gener- 
ally desired this to be done, the govern- 
or issued the following proclamation: 


STATE or ILLINOIS. EXECUTIVE DB- 


PABTMENT, SPRINGFIELD, Nov. 1.—In 
pursuance of the act of tbe general 
assembly of Illinois, entitled "An act to 
suppress and prevent the spread of 
pleuro pnenmonia among cattle, ap- 
proved May 31," I, Shelby M. Cullom, 
governor of the state of Illinois, do 
hereby proclaim that I have good rea- 
son to believe that pleura-pneumonia 
among cattle bas become epidemic in 
certain localities in the states of Con- 
necticut, New York, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Delaware and Maryland, nwne- 
Iv: In tbe county of Fairfield, in the 
state of Connecticut; in the counties of 
Putnam and Westchestcr, N. Y.; Kings 
and Queens, in the state of New York; 
in tbe counties of Lehigh, Bucks, Berks, 
Montgomery, Delaware, Chester, Lan- 
caster, York, Adams and Cumberland 
in the state of Pennsylvania; in the 
counties ol Bergen, Hudson, Morris, 
Essex, Union, Summerset, Huntingdon, 
Middlesex, Mercer, Monmouth, Ocean, 
Burlington, Camden, Gloucester and 
Atlantic, in the state of New Jersey; 
in tbe county of Newcastle, in the state 
of Delaware, and in the counties of 
Cecil, Harford, Baltimore, 
Howard 


and Carroll, in the state of Maryland, 
and I hereby, as required by said act, 
prohibit the importation of any domes- 
tic animals of the bovine species into 
this state from tho aforesaid counties 
in the states of Connecticut, New York, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Delaware 
and Maryland after the 10th day of 
November, instant, unless accompanied 
by a certificate of health properly 
signed by a duly authorized veterinary 
inspector. 
Any corporation or individ- 


ual who shall transport, receive, or con- 
vey such prohibited stock shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, 
upon conviction thereof, shall be fined 
not less than $1,006 nor more than 
110,000 for each and every offense, and 
shall be liable for any and all damage 
or loss that may be sustained by an; 
party or parties by reason of the impor- 
tation or transportation of such prohib- 
ited stock. (Section 4 of act approved 
May 31, 1881.)

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A Deacon's Strategy. 


A wealthy old deacon in Maine has 


done his best to enforce total abstinence 
among his grand-children. He has left 
in trust for them a large sum of money 
on the sole condition that they abstain 
from strong drink, tobacco, betting and 
gambling. The first oflenso is to cot 
them off from six months' income from 
tbe invested fund. The second offense 
deprives them of a year's income. For 
subsequent offenses the penalty becomes 
more severe, amounting in due coarse 
to the total loss of the benefits of the 
bequest. The experiment of this kind 
ot suasion is not often tried, but does 
not often work well when it is tried. It 
has been found in some instances that 
the appetite of the legatees for forbid- 
den things is so consuming as to lead 
the poor fellows to risk the loss of their 
property in yielding to temptation. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—President 


Arthur will leave for New York to mor- 
row morning, and will not return until 
after the election in that state. It is 
generally believed here that during bis 
absence he will consider and advise 
with his personal triendi as to th« cab- 
inet elate to be prepared by the first 
week in December. No further cabinet 
changes will be made before that time. 


It is now settled that the President 


will soon take formal possession of the 
white house. He paid his first visit to 
the executive mansion yesterday, thor- 
oughly inspecting the place. 
His com- 


ing was quite unexpected by those in 
charge and most of the attaches were 
absent. A good many improvements 
have been made of a minor character. 
The basement especially has received 
attention, and the plumbing and sewer- 
age have been carefully examined and 
overhauled where defective. President 
Arthur remained at tbe white house 
for over an hour. He expressed satis- 
faction at the general plan of repairs 
and made several suggestions regarding 
the continuance of the work. The se- 
lection of the furniture and generali 
pointments also met his approval, 
was informed that the repairs would be 
completed, the carpets down and all the 
furniture in plaee by the last of thit 
month. 
The President said he would 


take possession as soon as the house 
was ready for him, so that he could bo 
fully installed there by the time con- 
gress met. For his own private apart- 
ment he selected the room known as 
"Nellie Qrant's room," in the northwest 
corner of the building. He didn't care 
to live in the room used by his prede- 
cessor, fronting on the south, am 
known as the "President's room," be- 
cause of its association in connection 
with the death of President Garfield 
who laid there on a bed of suffering foi 
so many weeks. Once during bii ill- 
ness the late President was moved into 
the apartment chosen by the President 
while his own room was being cleancc 
and renovated. President Arthur was 
shown through the house by Private 
Secretary Brown. He has abandoned the 
idea of stopping at the cottage at th 
soldiers' home, and on his return from 
New York will resume his present quar 
ters at the "gray house on the hill' 
until the white house is ready for him
